They are supposed to be rough, 
gruff and careless of human life Thi- 
is true in some instances, but in the 
great majority of cases thieve1, differ 
little in these respects from the ordi- 
nary citizen. 
They don't like to work, 


are lazy, and their organ of it.iiui-.i- 
tireness is not rcgulitcd by a culti- 
vated conscience. It is, ditlicult to un- 
derstand why a man with a wite and 
family, who moves in good society, 
has an income large cnoiiirh to live in 
comparative luxury, md is respected 
by everyone, becomes a thief 
He has 


every thing to make Utc happy, and 
yet will give it all up to ha\e a little 
more money. It looks a good deal like 
a disease which comes over a man. 
and be can. not help g'rving np to its 
influence. Prisons are fall of just such 
people. 
"Thieves when committing cnmt 


always have in mind a way to escape 
if detected. They do not want to be. 
caught or kilted. They will take des- 
perate chances to get away. If a life 
stands in their way of escape, they 
will take it, not as a matter of hatred 
or pleasure, but as a part of their edu- 
cation and trade. Bat this in every 
case is only a last resort, and no thiet 
will add murder to his crime unless cer- 
tain he can get away. As a rule thev 
are not to be feared. 
A show of nun c 


will always unbalance them. This Ap- 
plies particularly to the policeman. 
Even though they know that they have 
an advantage over a man who v\ akes 
up suddenly in the night and finds a 
stranger prowling arotmd, they will 
respect and fear him, if he doesn't 
show any sign of fright 
Scared peo- 


ple, help along their business. 
13ut a 


policeman ia on an equal tooting with 
a thief in regard to being awake and 
armed. If he is possessed of the real 
genuine nerve, the case is soon settled, 
and the thief will usually sutrender 
without trouble. 
Bluff will not do A 


thief ean see a lurking sense ol feiiv 
in an officer's heart, and will make 
things lively if he finds it. A qniot 
determination on the officer's part, 
that indicates a supremo confidence in 
his own ability to take his man or men 
into custody, as rf it was an eveiy-diy 
affair, is what takes tne starch out nt 
the boldest rascals. 


"Pohcemen frequently get into light 


places. When they get out ot them 
aKve, and think wh.it they haw gone 
through, I have seen the most stout- 
hearted of them shake a little. A 
good man will never know his danger 
until it is over. If he should stop to 
think when there are many chance*. 
against him. he would be hkelv to lose 
his grit. He must think and act like 
a flash. Hunting.ior a thief iu n dark 
house is what will try a man. The 
recollection of places I have been in 
at times during mv Jong experience as 
an officer will bring on a chill of 
fright. I well remember a luely bui- 
glar I went after many years ago

Mr. Alex- 
ander Stavcly Hill, M. P., treasurer of 
the inner temple, invited a number of 
guests to a musical and dramatic party 
nnder the direction of Mr. Henry Irving, 
to begin at ten o'clock. The Princess 
Louise consented to attend. At half an 
hour before midnight the party proceed- 
ed to the Temple Church, where the 
Coronation anthem was performed at 
midnight to open the fiftieth year of Vic- 
toria's reign. The national anthem was 
then sung. Some of the most eminent 
musical people of London took part. 


The Queen's return next week from

The Chinese Legation to Have a Home. 


WASHINGTON', June 21.—Considerable 


interest is developing in diplomatic cir- 
cles over the announcement that the new 
Chinese Minister is intending to con- 
struct a mansion for the legation and 
lesidence of the lepresentiilives of the 
Celestial Empire in Wn-liinutoii. 
There 


are nuw twenty-six |>eruuns connected 
with the legation here, lie-,|.'e- -en ants. 
The building w i l l be lo ateil in the fa-.li- 
i unable northwest poi tiun of the cih ( .in>l 
a whole block will be pinch iM'd, at mi 
expense of not less Hum S.'.'iM.cOO. 
The 


building will lie after Hie exact fashion of 
a mandarin's palace, and will cost Si^O,- 
000 more. 
The whole block will lie snr- 


roomled by a wall, and carpenters and 
musons will be imported from China to 
r!o the work. The building will be only 
one story high, but that story will be 
higher than the ordinary American story. 


The expenses and board of all the peo- 


ple connected with the Chinese legation 
here are paid by that government, and 
the Minister is paid a large salary be- 
sides, making his entire compensation as 
much as 8(10,00(1 annually. The construc- 
tion of this palatial legation building 
settles the fact that the Chinese Govern- 
ment intends to make Washington the 
headquarters for all the diplomatic busi- 
ness ot this part of the world. It is al- 
ready the headquarters for Spain and 
Peru, as well as the United States. 


MiaB Clara Barton Makes a Distinction. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—Miss 
Clnra 


Barton, president of the National Red 
Cross of the United States, has issued an 
address in which vhe .Mtuestly protests 
against the confounding of the philan- 
thropic organization with the Chicago as- 
sociation, which has recently come into 
notoriety nnder the name of "The Broth- 
ers of the Red Cross." She says: "Wo 
beg the people to hear in mind that the 
real and legitimate Red Cross of this 
country knows nothing oJ this body 
of men; that It does not wound, but 
seeks to 
help whom 
others 
have 


wounded; that to-day it marks every 
military hospital in the civilized world; 
that by National law it is worn by every 
officer and every attendant serving tlio 
sick and wound'ed of 
anv Held; Unit, 


being of the Government, It 1« true to the 
Government; that, being of the people, 
it is true to the people; that, being of 
humanity, it is true to humanity; that by 
the articles of the treaty under which it 
exists, and its own principles, it can 
never assimilate with anarchy, hostilities 
or violence, but that when or wherever 
the threatened work of such as these 
leaves off, the work of the real Reel Cross 
must forever begin," 


THUNDERS OF THE VATICAN. 


Knights ot Labor to Be Excommunicat- 


ed By the Catholic Church. 


OTTAWA, Ont., June 20.—The report of 


the council of the church, recently held 
at Quebe c, having been called to Home 
and approved by the Holy See, and re- 
turned to America 
for promulgation, 


have been received by Cardinal Tachcreau. 
The principal mandate of the decrees is 
the following, which is directed against 
the Knights of Labor, and was, by direc- 
tion of the holy father, read in all the 
Catholic churclies throughout Canada to- 
day. The wording of the mandate is as 
follows: 
"The cosmopolitan character of secret 


societies, and that of the Knights of La- 
bor in particular, necessarily leads their 
members to compulsory obedience of the 
dictates of a council residing in a 
foreign 
country, 
which 
council 


at a given time may not only have inter- 
ests at variance with those of the Gov- 
ernment to which its members owe al- 
legiance, but may even be at war with 
God. For these and other reasons the 
church could not consistently tolerate the 
organization or approve oi the means re- 
sorted to in order to attain the desired 
end. The council also deemed it prudent 
in the church and Christianity to con- 
sider the secret aims of the promoters of 
Freemasonry and to warn the adherents 
of the Catholic churches against joining 
any such organisations, especially the 
Knights of Labor, under pain of excom- 
munication." 
In another section of the pastorial let- 


ter is contained a quotation from Leo 
Faxile of France, who was a prominent 
member of the Freemasons of old France 
until last summer. He thinks Masonry 
a grotesque imitation of Catholicism, and 
has its rites, but its promoters desire and 
have their own ceremony apart from the 
teach'''LT of the peace of God and desire 
to e-.tingnish and put from existence tiki 
te.tchings of the Catholic faith.

died Saturday morning after 8 paintnl 
illness of nearly six months, in his 80th 
year.

The funeral occurred to-day, 
when business was suspended and the 
rtmiok bells were kept tolling. Rev. T.
